San Francisco, June 29.—The Brit- 
ish steamship Belgie arrived this morn- 
ing from Hong Kong and Yokohama 
with 596 Coolies. One case of smull-

The Terri- 
tory has suffered considerably since 
the abolishment of the Depository here 
last Fall, inasmuch as all public money 
had to be transferred to and from San 
‘Francisco.

HAnnisnund (Pa.), June 29.—On as- 
sembling in the afternoon Dallas, of 
Philadelphia, was made permanent 
chairman. Resolutions were adopted 
protesting against bossism,“ political 
assessments, spoils system, denouncing 
all repudiation, State and Federal; de- 
nouncing the spoliation of the State 
Treasury and the pardon of those 
guilty of subverting official trusts; 
stating that fraud, force and corrup- 
tion; and demanding just apportion- 
ment; declaring the Republican party 
is based on principles antagonistic to 
monopolies, and in sympathy with 
labor seeking protection. Robertson 
was nominated for Governor, and 
the convention adjourned until to- 
morrow

COAST NOTES. 


The Petaluma Woolen Mills 
soon start up again. 


Information was received at the 
Grangers’ Bank in San Francisco that 
harvest field laborers are very scarce 
in the vicinity of Modesto. One farme 
fears that not enough hands can be 
secured to begin to harvest. 


The water in Sacramento has been 
very muddy for some time past. A 
horse trough three feet deep, located 
at Second and I streets, was emptied 
for the first time in three weeks, and 
was found to contain a deposit of mud 
six inches deep. 


Five carloads of granite for the Cap- 
itol fence at Sacramento have been 
shipped from the State quarry at Fol- 
som, and the rest of the stone will fol- 
low without delay. One of the largest 
pieces, weighing seventeen tons, at- 
tracted a great deal of attention as it 
lay on the car at the railroad depot. 


On Sunday afternoon, says the Car- 
son Appea 1 Tahoe, in the vicin- 
ity of aslotte & Folsom’s camp, was 
visited by one of the fiercest storms 
ever witnesed there.

The processes for making raisins are 


interesting and will be read by all with]; 


pleasure. And as the business grows 
the interest intensifies. And we opine 
the day is not many years in the future 
when there will be thousands in this 
State and county making the manufac- 
ture of raisins a specialty, and the 
business will become one of our chief 
sources of revenue. Our curing pro- 
cess now in vogue is very simple, 
being exclusively soler, and having no 
auxiliaries to assist nature. There are 
other methods in use in the old raisin 
manufacturing countries. In Malaga 
steam is used as an auxiliary. Follow- 
ing is the procedure: 

After having been exposed nearly 
twenty-four hours to the sun's rays, 
the grapes are carried on boards under 
cover, to a building arranged with 
shelves six or seven feet high. A heat 
is produced by steam that circulates in 
an iron tube seven or eight inches in 
diameter through the entire building. 
It is unnecessary to submit the 


gra to a jet of steam, which 
would injure them by making 
them damp, but to a veritable 


heat of 160°" Fahr. Valves, arranged 
on the floor, cause an even tempera- 
ture. At the end of 24 hours, usually, 
the drying is finished, but as the im- 
mediate transfer from a temperature 
of 160° Fahr., tothe open air would 
injure the ultimate result, it is neces- 
sary to let raisins cool gradually in a 
4 constructed for the purpose ad- 
joining the heated room, and only 
when the raisins are entirely cool are 
they carried tothe stores for packing. 
is is the process most 9 
employed in the region of Malaga, a 
rocess they are trying to extend to 
other less favored climates. The sun 
furnishes all the heat required. It is 
to construct divisions, either brick or 
stone, exposed to its rays in an inclin- 
ed 3 9 ten “gy s long and two 
yards wide. ivisions or apart- 
ments are built at one end with a sort 
of * lar masonry, which from far 
gives them the aspect of a range 
of uniform tombs. The triangle 
is so constructed that the sun never 
fails to shine upon the contents, the 
interior being covered with fine gravel 
which attracts the heat. Immediately 
after gathering, the grapes are placcd in 
these divisions, and are exposed to the 
heat of the burning Andalusian sun of 
August. Never, it appears, have they 
dreamed of ascertaining the heat thus 
obtained, but the experienced cultiva- 
tors affirm that, during the heat in Au- 
st, they attain a temperature of 145° 
‘abr. At nightfall a very simple 
method of covering is applied to guard 
the fruit from the heavy dews or rain, 
so arranged that it covers entirely the 
that are drying within, 
supplied with rings 
sides, slides up and 
down as a curtain, at a moment's 
notice In many places boards or 
planks are used, giving the appear- 
ance of a roof. During the process of 
drying they carefully remove the 
gra that remain green or are spoiled, 
they turn cach grape that they 
— darken in color uniformly. Com- 
petent judges give the preference to 
this 1 method of drying, as much 
for the results as for the simplicity of 
the process. The raisins that have 
been prepared by the scalding process 
dry in four days, while those dried by 
the sun take ten days; but this loss of 
time is largely compensated by the 
economy of expenditure. The raisins 
are not ready for packing immediately 
after being dried, but have to be te 
several days in the stores on the planks 
ra which they are carried.—Rural

During our struggle, of France, Eug- 
land and Spain as principals, with Aus- 
tria as a silent party, and the Confeder- 
ate States, who, through the machina- 
tions of Mason and Slidell, were at the 
bottom of the moverment—as a contingent 
ally—to build up an empire on the 
ruins of the Mexican Republic. This 
was in the midst of our civil war, when 
aristocratic Europe hoped and believed 
the great Republic was tottering to its 
fall. Our State Department, under that 
great statesman, Seward, strongly re- 
monstrated against this infamous out- 
rage upon a sister republic and upon 
conterminous territory. But our hands 
were then full, and this was all we 
could do at that time.

They were at once transported to the 
City of Mexico, where in the halls of 
the Montezumas Maximilian and Car- 
lotta were crowned, by the grace of 
God,’’ Emperor and Empress of Mexico! 
They found no bed of roses. Soon 
after the surrender of Lee, on the 
banks of the Appomattox, our Govern- 
ment addressed itself to the redress of

Upon a sister republic and upon conter- 
minous soil. A hundred thousand 
veterans, fresh from fields of victory, 
were at once mobilized on the frontiers 
of Mexico, and immediately thereafter 
the State Department addressed a note 
to Louis Napoleon, respectfully but 
firmly demanding the immediate with- 
drawal of his troops from Mexico! This 
was a bitter pill for the proud Emperor 
to swallow, but he did swallow it, in the 
face of jeering Europe!

| LAST NIGHT’S DISPATCHES 


On the Down Grade. According to 


The President Refuses to Listen to 
any Interference. 


Walting for Guiteau to Fix the Time—rik- 
ing News—Hanging an lanocent- 
ing at Lordsburg. 


Wastuxeton, June 29.—The Presi- 
dent has decided to hear no more ap- 
plications for interference in Guiteau’s 
behalf. He has accorded the relatives 
and counsel of the condemned man a 
full hearing, but says he cannot listen 
to appeals of outsiders for interference. 


Scores of cranks have visited the 
White House during the present week, 
from the man with a patent gallows to 
the woman with an original theory of 
the cause of the assassination. Fears 
are expressed that some of Guiteau's 

relatives may secretly convey to him 
the means of committing suicide. The 
jail officials scout this idea. They do 
not believe the assassin has the courage 
to destroy himself if he had the means 
at hand, and they think he prefers 
the death of the scaffold, regarding 
himself a martyr. 


THE TIME IS UNCERTAIN. 
The exact time of the execution of 
Guiteau is not fixed. It will depend 


to some extent upon the prisoner's 
condition and wishes. Itis not known 
whether or not the prisoner intends to 
make any extended remarks. 


PREPARING FOR THE END. 

At half-past one o'clock Guiteau's 
counsel, Rev. Dr. Hicksand Dr. Bearde 
arrived at the jail. Hicks reported that 
the President now declines to see any 
one in relation to Guiteau’s case, and 


he (Hicks) should announce to the 
prisoner that no earthly hope remains. 
After an interview with Warden 
Crockér, Reed and Hicks were admit- 
ted to Guiteau’s cell. A small table 
was taken, upon which Reed will write 
Guiteau’s last will and testament. Soon 
after they entered the prisoner's cell, 
John W. Guiteau, Mrs. Scoville and 
her little daughter arrived at the jail 
and were taken to the Warden’s pri- 
vate oilice, where they are still waiting 
for an opportunity to take leave of the 
prisoner.

ADVICE ON THE HALF-SHELL. ’ 


“Something new under the sun.” 

Let this cup pass! Well, that 1s 
just what I propose to do. I shail pat. 
ent it and pass it around; but first, let 
me tell you all about it: 

I was speaking alittle while ago about 
the fact that the City Council and the 
Chief of Police should consult always 
with the League of Freedom' about 
his will in all matters which they pro- 
pose to undertake. 

Now of course, the Chief can’t be ex- 
pected to trot across the strect every 
time he may wish to consult the League ;

N Now you have the machine all ready 
for business, and entirely at the will of 
the Chief. 

To work itjurn on the stream of beer, 
full head. e flowing of the liquid 
into the cuy will instantly attract the 
attention of the League, when he will 
seat himselfin front of the instrument 
and grasp tle nipple between his thirsty 
lips. This brings his ear, as before 
seid, again the hand telephone. Now, 
slow down he force of the stream till 
he must ‘‘ack for it“ and you have him 
entirely at mercy for so long a mes- 
Sage as yeu may choose tosend. No 
fear that te will ever quit that magic 
nipple so bng as he cau suck another 
drop out di it, 

hen you wish him to answer, just 
simply shit off the stream entirely; and 
he will let you hear from him almost as 
soon as thought. * 

Keep this process up till the conversa- 
tion is emled; then shut the beer off till 
you need him again, leaving him mean- 
while praying for another message. 

If at any time the League seems to be 
getting too much beer for his own good, 
by means of a funnel and an- 
other stop-cock inject into the 
pipe one or two quarts of castor oil. It 
will all be beer to his depraved taste, 
and besides it will not differ much any- 
how from the soft soap beer of the ‘‘five 
cent houses“ where he has been wont 
to deluge his capacious stomach. 

One word here of extreme caution— 
great and constant care must ever be 
had lest at any time by accident, any 
water should get intothe pipe. -This is 
absolutely necessary, as even a single 
swallow of pure water, unused as he is 
to it, would throw him into sudden con- 
vulsions, and result fatally. 

Again, it must be understood that for, 
say an hour each day, no messages shall 
be sent.

IMPORTANT DECISION. 


Judge Howard in the Case of 
Rocha. 
That if the Restate bees Not Exceed $1500 
in Value the Whele Goes to the 
Widow and Minor Heirs. 


Jose George Rocha died intestate on 
the 3d of July, 1875, leaving seventy 
acres of land, without having in his life- 
time selected or recorded any homestead, 
and his widow Guadalupe and eight 
children. No application for letters of 
administration on his estate was applied 
for until December 6, 1881. Letters of 
administration were granted to the 
widow December 21, 1881. No notice 
to creditors. was ever published. It is as- 
serted that there were no debts, which, 
however, is denied, and there is no proof 


On the 17th day of February, 1876, 
the widow Guadalupe and her two eld- 
est children, who were of age, executed 


to Miguel Leonis a mortgage of all their 
interest in the land that composed the 
community property to secure the pay- 
ment of a promissory note for the sum 
of $500 and interest. Leonis subse- 

ently foreclosed the mortgage, and on 
the foreclosure sale purchased the lands 
and received the Sheriff's deed, the same 
not having been redeemed. Leonissold 
and conveyed the same to Jose Mascarel, 
who on the 25th of March, 1881, com- 
menced a suit of partition in this court, 
in which action all the parties have ap- 
peared and answered, and which suit is 
still pending. 

Mascarel now opposes the application 
of the widow Guadalupe to have set off 
to her a homestead under the provisions 
of Sec. 1456 of the Code of Civil Pro- 
cedure out of the land of decedent, in- 
cluding that mortgaged by the widow 
and the children of age. a 

It is contended that the widow in this 
case is not entitled to any share in the 
homestead because she and the adult 
children had assigned and transferred 


he return of the inventory, and Sec. 
1485 of the Code is relied on which pro- 
vides thut: The costs of all the pro- 
ceedings in the Superior Court, provid- 
ed for in this chapter, must be paid by 
the estate as expenses of administra- 
tion. Persons succeeding by purchase 
or otherwise to the interests, rights and 
title to successors to homesteads, or the 
right to thave homesteads set apart to 
them, as in this chapter provided, have 
all the rights and benefits conferred by 
law upon the persons whose interests 
they acquire.“ 

It is obvious that all the sections in 
this title are to be read and construed 
together. And that the assignees of the 
widow cannot acquire any rights which 
would abridge the power of the court 
conferred by section 1469, as to estates 
under $1500 in value, otherwise the ob- 
jects and policy of the law would be en- 
tirely defeated. . The assignee, there- 
fore, must be held totake subject to the 
power of the court to deal with the es- 
tate according the provisions of Sec. 
1469. The provision was intended to 
protect families against want, and stands 
on the same basis as that which exempts 
a certain amount of the property of the 
debtor from the reach of hig creditors, 
that of necessity and the public wel- 


are. 

It must be clear that, while 81500 
would be a support for the family, half 
or a third of that amount might en- 
tirely inadequate to provide for its ne- 
cessities. 

The Code also provides that, if upon 
the hearing, the court find that the es- 
tate does not exceed $1500 in value, it 
is made the imperative duty of the court 
to assign the whole for the use and sup- 

rt of the widow and minor children. 

n this case it appears that the whole 
estate does not exceed the value of $800. 
There is no proof that any less than the 
whole would be sufficient for the sup- 
port of the widow and minor, or either 
of them. 

The Code of Civil Procedure as 
amended in 1880 provides for a home- 
stead out of the estate of deceased per- 


sons. 

The 1465th section of the C. P. Code 

rovides that upon the returning the 
inventory, or at any subsequent time 
during the admission the court may 
on its own motion, or on petition there- 
for, set apart for the use of the surviv- 
ing husband or wife, or in case of his or 
her death, to the minor children of the 
decedent, all the property exempt 
from execution including the home- 
stead selected, designated and secured, 
provided such homestead was selected 
from the common property or from the 
separate property of the persons select- 
ing or joining in the selection of the 
same. f more has been selected, 
designated and secured, or in case the 
homestead was selected by the survivor 
out of the separate property of the de- 
cedent, the decedent not having joined 
therein the court must select, designate

Notice thereof shall be given 
and proceedings had in the same man- 
ner as provided in Sections one thou- 
sand six hundred and thirty-three and 
1635, and in 1638 of this Code. If upon 
the hearing the Court finds that the 
value of the estate does not exceed the 
sum of fifteen hundred dollars, it shall, 
by a decree for that purpose, assign for 
the use and support of the widow and 
minor children, if there be a widow and

It was decided by the Supreme Court 
in the case of the estate of Morse, Pa- 
cific Law Journal p. 299 (in bank) that 
n deed executed by a widow' of all 
her right, title and interest in the real 
estate left by her dead husband’’ does 
not convey her t to a homestead or 
estop her from et a homestead 
out of the property left by her husband. 
Such deed only conveys the interest in 
the property which the widow acquires 
by succession under the law. A home- 
stead right is not a right which resis un- 
der the law of succession. The home- 
stead is for the benefit of the widow and 
minor children. Hence it is immaterial 
that the petition for setting = the 
homestead was filed on behalf of the 
widow alone, it being sufficient to put 
the homestead proceedings in motion, 
the court will protect the interests of the 
minor children. In that case, this 
Court holds that Sec. 1485 does not ap- 
ply to a probate homestead, and does 
not authorize its sale, and that the 
vender takes nothing by the purchase. 

It is clear that if the value of the 
homestead tract does not exceed $5000, 
it is in the discretion of the court to fix 
its extent and boundaries. 

It is obvious that all creditors con- 
tract with reference to the homestead 
exemption as much as with reference to 
the exemption from execution sale, and 
the same conclusion must follow as to 
the power of the court to set aside the 
estate to the widow and minor heirs 
when the value does not exceed fifteen 
hundred dollars. 

As this is not an application under 
Section 1469 but presents a sufficient 
case for the setting aside of a home- 
stead, I shall order that the whole sev- 
—1 acres be set aside for the widow 
and the minor child.
